Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are to be 
for a single article even though more than one article is included under a num- 
bered item in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one numbered item 
are designated as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot irrespective of the number 
of articles described in such item. 


The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of 
any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who 
is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may re- 
offer and resell the article in dispute.
